Paris, Ky., March 30 — A Paris 
newspaper man, w ho had followed the 
trail of the men who took the negro. 
Grant Smith, from the olfi> rs her*, 
last night and started toward Flem- 
ing County, where the crime was 
committed, found at S:80 o^eloek thla 
morning the dead body of the negro 
suspended from the cross-aim of a 
telephone pole on the .Maysville pike, 
six miles from Maysllck, Sloa* aM 
swaying In the wind.

To deterraini 
exactly what the effect has been, the 
bureau will get reports frmn that 
section this spring from men who 
watched the brood thera in 1894, 
the year it waa first frozen.
